SETTLED IN BLOOD. 


Tragic Culmination of a Political 
Feud in Kentucky. 


WM. d. GOODLOE AND ARMSTED A. SWOPE 
FIGHT WITH PISTOL AND KNIFE.

The Latter Falls Dead After Receiving 
Thirteen Gashes From a Dirk—Geedloe 
Shot Through the Body, But Likely te 
Recover—The Meeting a Chance One at 
the Lexington Poest-Office—Details of the 
Encounter—The Feud Owed Its Origin te 
Political Rivalry and Dates Back to 1883 
—How a Forumer Meeting Was Prevented 
From Ending tn Bloodshed—A Truce 
Patched Up by Senator Beck—Sketches 
of the Lives ofthe Two Men—Beth Very 
Prominent in Kentucky and Well Kaown 
in St. Louis. 


EXINGTON, Ky., Nov. 
8.—Hon. W. A. Good- 
ioe, who was shot by 
Col. A. A. Swope at 
the Post-office yester- 
day, particulars of 
which were sent to 
the Post - DISPATCH, 
is resting quietly this 
morning, and the 
doctors express some 
— hopes ot his recovery. 
Col. Swope’s body has been cared for by 
friends, and funeral preparations have been 
made. Col. 6000 is surrounded by his 
family ip Dr. Youn office. The true story 
of the trouble betw@en the two men has come 
to light this morning, anda graphic descrip- 
tion of the fight whieh ended in Col. Swope’s 
death has been furnished by an eye-witness, 
Mr. Will Shelby, a@ attorney. 


STATEMENTS OF AN EYE-WITNESS. 

Mr. Shelby says b@ Was standing in the Post- 
office corridor and sa Col. Goodioe come in 
the building from tie street. About the same 
moment Col. — — the stairs from 
his office on the Boor, where he con- 
ducts the office of r of Internal 
Revenue. They glow each other and 
approachea the tier of boxes. The boxes 
rented by both are sie by side, and in open- 
hjs Gol. Dol, Bwope’s 
and, A word was passed and Mr. Shelby 
heard one say: Do not speak to me, and 
the other replied: ‘‘You have insulted me. 
Both tooka step backward, Swope reaching 
for his hip pocket and Goodloe reaching down 


into a front pants pocket. Swope drew a re- 
volver like a flash and placing it against 
Goodioe’s stomach fired. Goodloe had 
pulled out 10 dirk-knife with — 
four-inch blade, and before Swope could fire 
another shot Goodloe caught hold of the re- 
volver and hand and plunged his knife to tbe 
hilt in Swope’s breast. Swope struggled to 
free his hand, still grasping the pistol, but 
Goodloe held on, and placing the knife at 
Swope’s wrist bore down on it, severing the 
tendons and veins, almost cutting the hand 
off at the wrist joint. 


SWOPE’S DEATH. 

Swope’s revolver dropped to the floor and 
bis arm fell lifeless at his side. He turned 
and started to run away, but Goodloe kept 
hold of his arm aud with movements as rapid 
as a piston-rod plunged the knife into Swope’s 
bedy, breast, back and sides. Once Swope 
raised his left arm strike, and like a flash 
the knife was driven into his side near 
the armpit. He backed away several feet 
Goodloe following and driving the blade deep 
into his body at every step untill he fell bleed- 
ing from twenty wounds. When Swope fell, 
Gvodloe turned and walked out into the street 
where he was met by several friends. He was 
staggering and told them that Swope had shot 
him through the body. They carried him to 
Dr. Young’s office on the corner and messen- 
gers were sent out to his wife and relatives 
immediately, it being thought he would live 
only afew moments, The bullet struck a pa- 
per Goodloe had in his hand and passed 
through the lower cavity, causing internal 
hemorrage. He was told he had killed Sprope, 
and said, yes, I think 1 have. He squealed 
like a calf when I got at him. Mrs. Goodloe 
arrived in town in « carriage 
in less than an hour and was 
so weak she could not stand. She went to the 
doctor’s office and, on seeing her husband 
alive, embraced him tenderly. She then be- 
gan assisting the doctor. ) 

Friends of Col. Swope’s then took the body 
in a carriage to the Coroner’s office and there 
the number and extent of the wounds were 
learned. There were eightwen cute in the 
overcoat and thirteen in the body, none of 
them slight, and more than halt of them 
reaching vital parts ofthe body. Tue gashes 
were sewed up and the body prepared for 
burtal. 

ORIGIN OF THE FEUD. 

The true story of the trouble between the 
two men bas been told by their friends, who 
have done all they could to keep them apart. 
They never had been close friends, but no 
open rupture occurred untilthe tall of 1888, 
during the i At convention to nomi- 
nate a Beput ö i 


Again. atthe last Republican State conven- 
tion, held in Louisville in the fail of 1888, to 
appoint delegates tothe Presidential conven- 
tion that nominated Benjamin Harrison for 
President, both Col. Goodloe and Col. Swope 
were delegates from Lexington. Swope 
wanted Sherman for President, while Goodloe 
was a warm supporter of Blaine. At the con- 
vention Goodloe madea ringing speech, in 
which he made Iight of Swope’s pretensions 
to leadership and. made the allegui.c2 
that Col. Swope was not on speaking 
terms with the members of his own 


delegation. Goodloe ances by saying Swope 
should consider himself highly compiimented 
on being allowed to sit in the convention with 
his peers, and not go to the national conven- 
tion. Swope was badly hurt, but could make 
no reply at the time, as be was not given the 
floor. Goodloe went to the national conven- 
tion for Lexington and Swope stayed at home. 
MET AT THE HOTEL. 

Swope felt doubly inaulted and some time 
after the nomination of Harrison he entered 
the Phenix Hotel and met Goodloe face to 
face. Goodloe was talking to Senator Beck. 
Going up to Goodloe, Swope shook his finger 
in big face and said: Tou insulted me, you 
G 41am going to lick the 
stuffing out of you.“ 

Senator Beck tried to quiet Swope, but he 
would not quiet down. 6 pranced éund 
the hotel rotunda talking loud and saying he 
would geteven with the man who insulted 
him. Goodloe was cool for some time waiting 
for Swope to become pacified when he would 
talk to him, but Swope continued calling bim 
names and finally Goodloe, becoming en- 
raged, rushed up to him, trembling with 
sion,and said it was neither the time nor place 
for a fight, and besides he was not armed. 
Swope turned his pockets inside out, saying 
he also was unarmed, but wanted to settle 
the matter between them then and ther 6. 
Both men were raving, and were about ready 
to pounce upon each other when friends sep - 
arated them. Goodloe secured a revolver im- 
mediately and went around looking for 
Swope. Swope wasconfined in his room by 
friends for two days. 

A TRUCE DECLARED. 

When both had recovered their senses Sen- 
ator Beck and Prof. Shackleford of the State 
College patched up a truce between them by 
means of the following letters:

GENTLEMEN—That all the personal differences bo- 
tween Col. W. C. Goodloe ana me may be amicably 
settled, L[Ldeemit my duty, as suggested by you 
gentlemen, to withdraw the offensive language used 
by me to Col. Goodloe atthe Phenix Hotel, in this 
eity, on the 8thinst.

HOW THE. ENCOUNTER OOCCURRE 

It has been learned that Col. Swope "had no 
intention of retzewing the quarrel with Ool. 
Gooaloe after the letters were wrttten, but as 
much cannot bé said for Col. Goodloe, "the in- 
jured party. Col. wig © had just finished his 
dinner at the Phenix Hotel and was prepar- 
ing to go out into tne country to his brother’s 
farm, where he had furnished apartments 
for the winter. The revolver he carried 
it is said, was in anticipation of meeting 
another party with whom he had some dif- 
culty. He was unmarried and leaves an estate 
valued at $200,000. His remains will be taken 
to Danville, Ky., by rail to-day, from thence 
by wagon to Stanford in Lincoln County, 
whee gy will be buried in the familly lot. 

Col. * was born in Kentucky and 
3 law at "aris, Ky., until the begin- 
ning of the war, when he joined the 
Union army and was promoted to Colonel for 
bravery on the field while on Gen. Buell’s 
staff. After the war he went to Lexington and 
practiced law. He was considered an able 
man in law andagood leader in the Repub- 
lican party. In 1877 he was made Collector of 
Internal Revenue and heid the position until 
1883, when he resigned. He was a candidate for 
the position of Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, but was defeated, it is said, by Col. 
Goodloe’ s influence. He fought hard for Sher- 
man’s nomination in the last Kentucky Re- 
publican Convention, but was also defeated 
there by Col. Goodloe. 

HON. WILLIAM CAS81U8 GOODLOE 

is a native of 2 having been born in 
Madison County in 181. His great-grand- 
father was Gen. Green Clay. who was a 
commander under Gen. Harrison. In 1861 
he made a trip to Russia with 
his uncle, Cassius M. Clay, and acted as See- 
retary of the Legation until 1862, when he 
joined the Union army as Assistant Adſutant- 
General of Volunteers, serving until 1864, 
when he resigned and began practicing law in 
Lexington. In 1868 he was elected a delegate 
to the National Republican Convention and 
was a member of the committee to notify 
Gen. Grant of his nomination. He was elected 
to the State Senate in 1878 and the same year 
was nominated for United States Senator. He 
is married and has several children now 
grown. 


Geoodlee’s Condition To- Day.

DRAMATIC SCENE IN COURT. 


8 Seewtoston ef the Trial 6f Zin 
wi i th at Lowell, Mass.

LOWELL, Mass., Nov. 9.—There was a dra- 
matic scene in the court 100m this morning 
when John Booth was found guilty of crim- 
inal assauit upon little Annie Murphy, who is 
only 12 years of age. The crime was clearly 
proved and the jury returned a verdict of 
guilty. The result upon the prisoner was 
startling. Booth sank down on the bench in- 


side the dock railing when he heard the ver- 
dict and remained quiet until his wife and 
parents and counsel entered the room. When 
he saw bis wife, a beautiful woman, bis eyes 
filled with tears and he bowed Ais head upon 
bis hands. Suddenly a woman screamed and 
there was a commotion. Booth was dash- 
ing his head up and down with ter- 
rible force upon the railing in 
frontof him. Then he arose to his feet, stood 
on the chair and dashed himself headlong 
against the rail. A chorus of screams went 
up from the women. Booth, with face in- 
flamed and glaring eyes, had the appearance 
ofamaniac. His wife fell over senseless and 
was caught by a bystander. Two ‘officers 
leaped into the dock and tried to hold the 
maniac. He shook them off as though they 
were infants. All the officersin the court and 
the Powell policemen presentas witnesses 
rushed into .the bar, and ten stalwart men 
were engaged lu n him. Hand- 
cuffs were produced, but it was impossible 
to set his hands together. At length 
an officer closed upon his throat and forcing 
him to the iron back of the dock, 
deprived him of the ability to further 
resist. He was ironed but not till he dropped 
to the floor limp as a rag with face blackened 
by strangulation did he yield. He was car- 
ried by halt a dozen officers to an adjoining 
room. Meanwhile Mrs. Booth had been car- 
ried from the room and her father lay upon 
the floor senseless. Foreman Jobn Sweeney 
ofthe jury fell over in his chair with an 
attack of heart disease, Two or three women 
were seen to topple over, but they speedily 
revived. Judge Sherman stood in his place 
and commanded every one to sit down, and 
partiaily succeeded in restoring order. 

Members of the bar and spectators were 
trembling, however, with excitement over 
the terrible scene. When order had been re- 
stored District Attorney Stevens asked Sher- 
iff Cushing if Booth was in condition to be 
sentenced and said he thought under the cir- 
cumstances that the case had better be dis-

on and unresisting but weeping bitterly, 
and the District Attorney moved that sentence 
be pronounced. Judge Sherman sentenced 
him to fifteen years at hard labor in State 
prison. A murmur arose among the specta- 
tors as Booth leaped to his feet.

disagreement, which the Executive Commit- 
tee cannot adjust, are to be referred to a board 
of arbitration composed of the President of 
the Transportation Co. and two others, to be 
chosen in whatever manner shall be ugreed 
upon by atwo-thirds vote of the Board of 
Directors.

The turther violation of the law is defined as 
follows:

He is 
almost ready to go to work, and in a few days 
he will resume his occupation and be himself 
again, a pleasing contrast to what he might 
have been, for had it not been for the efforts 
of the Post-DigsrpaTtcon and its persistent 
declarations of ‘Ross’ sanity he would have 
Deen locked within the walls of the Insane 
Asylum, where a well man’s mind cannot 
long remain sound, and a sick man, caged 
with those maniacs, will soon become as 
oragy as the worst of them. 

WHAT ROSS ESCAPED. 

Once a prisoner in the Insane Asylum, 
herded with a thousand maniacs, the investi- 
gation as to sanity is over. The sanést man in 
the world would probably receive little more 
attention than his driveling companions. Any 
one familiar with the management of large 
asylums, particularily those sustained by the 
State or éity, knows what slim TA A 
patient has of éstablishing his sanity. The 
most unmistakable signs of reason win noth- 
ing more than a verdict of a ‘‘iucid interval“ 
or ‘‘ingane cuteness.’’ 

Seeing nothing but the wild antics of insane 
fellow patients at all hours is enough to shake 
the reason of the best balanced man. The fear- 
fully low percentage of recoveries figuring in 
obscure tabular compilations issued in 
annual reports from the public insane asylums 
of the city and State tell the tale. Thick 
witted legisiators receive these reports, but 
never heed the lesson or ask why the percent- 
age issoéemall. The fact is that the attend. 
ant, too often dull and neartiess, is the doctor 
and jadge. There is no careful watch for the 
return of the first ray of reason, and when 
there is a recovery it is often far advanced 
before it attracts any attention. Locked up 
on a fresh certificate of insanity the patient 
comes in for slight attention after he is once 
classified. He goes into a ward to worry out 
in close confinement t—close because of lack of 
appropriations to pay a large force of attend- 
ante—what reason is left him. He is classified 
and in the eyes of the officiais he is insane to 
the degree that his class is insane and he 
remains a prisoner. 

This is the fate John Ross has just escaped. 
What plans he may have further than to re- 
turn to work, Mr. Ross declines to discuss. 
He seems satisfied to find himself a free man.

THE BROWNSBURG TRAGEDY. 


Origin of the Trouble—The Killing in the 
Court-Room. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTon. 

New Yoru, Nov. 9.—The WORLD has the fol- 
lowing particulars of the tragedy at Browns.- 
burg, Va.: Brownsburg, aesmall village lying 
fifteen miles north of this place (Lexing- 
ton, Va.) in Rockbridge County, was to-day 
the seene of a fatal affray. Judge W. P. 
Houston of the County Court this evening re 
ceived information from Rappine, the nearest 
telegraph office to Brownsburg, that the town 


was wild with excitémént, and that Dr. Z. J. 
Walker, Henry Miller and other prominent 
citizens had been killed. Further trouble was 
expected. The Judge ordered the Sheriff, his 
deputies and a posse to start for the sene. 
A gentieman just in from Brownsburg gives 
the following account of the affair: ‘‘It was 
charged by Dr. J. Walker, One of 
the foremost physicians and surgeons in the 
State and a member of the State Board of 
Medical Examiners, that Henry Miller, an old 
and highly respected farmer had insulted his 
(Walker's) wife. It was said that Dr. Walker 
openly threatened to kill Miller on sight. 
Miller heard of the threat and to-day swore 
out a Warrant for Walker's arrest. he case 
was called in «a magistrate court at Browns- 
burg between s and 4 o’clock. The case ex- 
cited widespread-interest. There were pres- 
ont Walker and his wife and Miller and his 
twosons. The court was packed with friends 
of both parties. The testimony was taken at 
a great length. Dr. Walker was put under a 
peace bond for $5600, He refused to give bond 
and the Justice told him he would have to go 
to jail, which he deelined'to do. 

„At this juncture, when the exeitement was 
at fever heat, some one threw up a window 
and dropped four large pistols in the room. 
Then the trouble began, by whom is is not 
known. The lookers-on seattered, and those 
personally interested took part in the Affair. 
Miller was instantly killed, it ie said, by Dr. 
Walker, who used a large knife, Mrs. Walker, 
a most og lady, was shot and instantly 
killed. Dr. Walker was mortally wounded, 
being shot through the body in two places. 
Dan Miller, son ofthe old man, was killed by 
a shot in the face and Will, another son, re- 
ceived a bail through the body. Samuel 
Deaver was shot and badly cut in the neck, 

The friends of the two leeding figures in the 
tragedy are a determined set of men and have 
taken up the cause of the champions. There 
are fears that more serious trouble may re- 
sult. The opinion is expressed that the kiil- 
ing of Mra. Waikerin court is the resuit ofa 
stray shot. All the persons concerned 
in the affair are highly 
spectabie people of that 

he feeling over the affair is bitter. 
the principals have a large following, and it 
is probable that a bloody conflict bas just 
Deen begun. Both sides, it ie said, are heavil 
armed, and further news from the district is 
awaitea with considerabie meee f It is said 
that the confilet was precipitated by a politi- 
cal element, but this cannot be substantiated.

They Have the Capital to Plunge and Know 
the Condition of Their Herses—More 
About That Nelson-Alcryon Stallion 
Race—One of the Jadges Thinks It Was 
Crooked—Sporting News. 

HESE are the Dwyer 
days of racing, says 
the New York Herald, 
andif matters continue 
mas they have shaped

few weeks the Brook- 
lyn brothers, whose 
good luck on the turf 
has become prover- 
bial, willl empty the 
pockets of a majority 
of the race-going pub- 
lic long before the 
Yule log burns in the 
freplace. 

That is if the crowd 
continues to attend the 
races now being held 
on the Dwyers’ track 


at Elizabeth. 

It is an assured fact that the Dwyer Bros., 
with their thirty or more good horses in train- 
ing, are not only winning races every day on 
their own course, but they are also gathering 
in a lot of money every time one of their 
Ayers gets home first. They are seldom 
mistaken about the condition of their 
horses, and whenever one goes to the post 
they know just about what he is able to do. 
So that nearly every time they send a commis- 
sion into the betting ring their chances of 
cashing their tickets are far better than those 
of the ordinary speculator, who has little to 
guide him but bis own fallible jadgment. 

What is the result? 

Nine times out of ten that a Dwyer horse 
wins his owners carry thousands of dollars out 
of the ring. 

Where does this money come from? 

Do the bookmakers furnish it? 

Notthey. It may come from them directly, 
but indirectly the public furnishes it. The 
bookies themselves are as cool, caléulating 
business men as the Dwyers, and they only 
pay out what they take in, minus their own 
profit and expenses. At least that is the 
theory of the game, and as the bookm akers 
continue at their posts itis presumable that 
they really do make the business pay.

In spite of disclaimers and protestations, 
there is little doubt of a searching investiga- 
tion in this matter, and if innocent the owners 
of —— horses should urge it for their own 
sakes.

The Case of Michelson Against Ingersoll in 
an Iowa Court. 


Dus Mores, Io., Nov. 9.—The case of 
Michelson against Ingersoll, which has been 
occupying the attention of the District Court 
here for the past three weeks, came to an end 
last evening with a verdict for the defendant.

Mich- 
elson, the plaintiff, had been courting her 
and it was soon announced that they would 
be married. This, of course, was a source of 
regret to Mr. Ingersoll, and he did not hesi- 
tate to write her, saying that if ever at any 
time he could do anything for her he would 
not hesitate to do it, and that she should not 
come to want or trouble if he could help ic.

NEVTOUNDLAND. 


Wednesday’s Elections Result in the Defeat 
of the Government. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIspatTcn. 

MONTREAL, Nov. 9.—A sensation has been 
caused in political oireles here to-day over 
the announcement that the Newfoundland 
Government had been defeated at the polls on 
Wédnesday. The Thorburn Government is 
strongly in sympathy with Sir John McDon- 
ald on account of his drawing Newfoundiand 
into the Dominion, but the majority of the 
people of Newfoundland were opposed to it. 


While this Was not made an issue at the polls 
it waé understood that had the Government 
earried it would have legisiated the colony of 
Newfoundland into the confederation with- 
out allowing the people to give a voice 
in the matter, as was done in the case of 
Nova Scotia when that province was 
forced into the union. Another important 
feature of the recent election is the fact that 
the party elect has pledged itself to abrogate 
the celebrate bait act, which prohibited the 
sale of bait to either French or United States 
fishermen. The main object of this bill was 
to render it impossible for the French fisher- 
mento fishonthe banks of Newfoundland, 
as they Caught fish upon which the Govern- 
ment of France pays a large bounty and 
there came in competition with fishermen of 
Newfoundland, who were unable to do as 
weil as the subsidized Frenchmen. The re- 
sult of the election preciuddés the possibility, 
for the present at least, of Newfoundiand 
becoming part of Canada and removes the re- 
striction on the sale of bait by Newfound- 
landers, many of whom, untilthe passage of 
— act, depended upon it for a livell- 
ood.

A contract has been 
1 a drawn between the 
Municipal Electric Light Co. and the city 
which distinctly specifies thatthe first day of 
January shall be the inaugural day of the new 
systeni of lighting. The first day of January 
has been fixed by ordinance as the time when 
the new order of things will begin. Now there 
are grave doubts in the minds of many 
as to the possibility of doing this 
by the first day of January. 1890. 
The whole thing has narrowed down to a 
question of how much work can be done in 
less than sixty days under unfavorabie eir- 

cumstances in the matter of weather. 

The work to be done is very great; all the 
poles necessary have to be put in place. Of these 
poles 5,469 are in place, and Superintendent 
Matiack of the city estimates that 7,000 poles 
will be needed, although others estimate the 
number at a somewhat higher figure. 

THE POWER HOUSE 
of thé company must be completed and put in 
working shape. At present to complete the 
building alone one and one-half stories be- 
sides the roof must be built in such time as 
to allow sufficient time to set up four 600- horse 
power engines, get boilers and steam connec- 
tions into shape, set up dynamos and make 
all of the wire connections. On the streets a 
great deal of work remains to be done. Every 
foot of wire on which the current is to be car-

CLEARING FOR ACTION. 


THE WORLD’S FAIR COMMITTEE TO MOVE 
ON WASHINGTON. . 


An Important Meeting Held This Afternoon 
to Arrange for a Washington Brasch— 
What Has Been Done in the Direction of 
Influencing Congressmen—Enthusiastic 
Committee Work. 


ITHIN a few days the 
Washington campaign 
of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the World’s 
Fair will be well under 
way and headquarters 
will be established in 
the National capital. 
An 6rroneons impress- 
ion prevails in certain 
quarters that St. Louis 
has been somewhat 
amiss iu its efforts to 

influence members of the Senate and the 

House of Representatives as compared with 

Its rivals. Asa matter of fact the direct con- 

trary has been the case. The Executive Com- 

mittee of this city was the first in the fleld and 
had done most effective work long before either 

New York or Chicago had taken any steps to 

obtain anything beside local support. 

AN EFFECTIVE STILL HUNT. 

Several weeka before the Fair Frank Galen- 
nie, on behalf of the Executive Committee, 
sent to every Congressman in the United 
States an Invitation to the Veiled Prophet’s 
ball, and also inclosed a circular announcing 
the candidacy of St. Louis for the World's 
Fair, and setting forth its advantages. All 
replied, and in a great many cases support 
was pledged to St. Louis. Only a few were 
able to attend the Fair, dut those who 
were unable to be present very generally ex- 
pressed their intention of suspending judg- 
ment until the cause of St. Louis could be 
properly presented, while nota few pledgea 
themselves to throw their whole influence in 
favor of this city. The Executive Committee 
have not advertised the fact that their con- 
gressional support was so strong, as it was 
deemed best to refrain from showing its hand, 
but the claims of Chicago that it 
had secured the support of certain Con- 
gressmen have been laughed at in a quiet 


way, as Mr. Gaiennie bas documents in his 
r proving that in many instances St. 
ulis is the favored city. 
THE WASHINGTON DELEGATION. 

After the close of the elections there will be 
a rush of Congressmen to Warhington, and it 
has been decided to at once open headquar- 
ters, and In a short time to send a delegation 
to thatcity.

When they take the ir 
departure they will be accompanied 
by astrong delegation of St. Louisans, and 
from that time forward che campaign will cen- 
ter in Washington. 
IMPORTANT COMMITTEE WORE. 

At 4o0’clock yesterday afternoon the Indiana 
Committee met and formulated an addrest to 
the citizens of that State, asking that they 
support St. Louls for the Worid’s Fair. At 8 
o’clock a large and enthusiastic meeting of 
ex-Tennesseeans was held, Judge J. C. il- 
lips presiding. A number of letters 
were read from leading citizens 
Tennessee, promising their support, and an 
address was formulated, which will be mailed 
In a day or two. The Executive Committee 
sent un address to every Congressman in the 
country. After setting forth the claims of the 
city it is stated that the support 
of from 116 to 120 Congressmen has been re- 
ceived and the fact previously mentiored in 
the POST-DISPATCH that New York and Wash- 
ington will favor St. Louis above any other 
city is dwelt upon at length.
